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FOREWORD 


Tue Fifty-seventh Annual Exhibition of the San 
Francisco Art Association provides a survey of out- 
standing work in painting, sculpture and mosaic done 
in the Bay Region during the last year. In addition, 
there is a considerable proportion of works from other 
parts of the country. During the last three years the 
percentage of material submitted from distant points 
has steadily increased. This is an encouraging and 
healthful indication of growing interest in the An- 
nual. These distant entries are welcomed. Both artists 
and public of the Bay Region find it stimulating, in- 
teresting and helpful to see work representing other 
points of view, other backgrounds and technical ap- 
proaches side by side with the painting and sculpture 
of artists whose manner and expression are familiar. 
The distance from the Atlantic Coast and Middle 
Western art centers tends to limit these entries from 
afar just as it limits the number of works sent by local 
artists to the Eastern annuals. For sculpture especially 
due to its weight this question of transportation is a 
handicap difficult to overcome. It is to be hoped that 
as interest in art grows in the public and the regional 
development of art increases, codperative action by the 
artists themselves and greater public support may to 
an extent solve this problem. The artist members of 
the San Francisco Art Association have within the 
last year undertaken to meet the difficulty by uniting 
to submit work to several of the Eastern exhibitions 
in a common and therefore more economical ship- 
ment. It will be a helpful thing for American art in 


general when artists from all parts of the country 
can have more opportunity to see and compare each 
other’s work. It will also be an excellent aid to the 
development of public appreciation when each com- 
munity can see for itself that art is not the product 
of only a few well known centers, but that its own 
artists walk side by side with those from other sections 
in a common movement of art growth that represents 
America. 

All work in the Art Association Annual is sub- 
mitted to the juries and there is no invited section. 
These juries, elected by the artist members of the 
Association, represent diverse points of view and have 
been selected for their balanced judgment and their 
knowledge and achievement in their respective fields 
of art. The use of the voting machine tends to stress 
impersonal consideration of the entry. 

By the generous action of the artist members of 
the Association additional prizes are offered this year. 
These are made possible by the special fund provided 
by the artists themselves and by a portion of the 
profits from the Parilia, which is the artists’ ball 
given each year by the Art Association. 

The Museum takes great pleasure in presenting 
another San Francisco Art Association Annual to the 
public of the Bay Region.

Prize at any Exhibition shall still be eligible for the First 
Prize award thereafter.
